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INDIAN TROUBLES IN WISCONSIN. 
Our dispatches from Madison yesterday 
are of a character to create fears that there 
will be trouble in this State with the Sioux 
and the Chippewa Indians. On the 17th 
instant, the officers of Burnett county, aud 
a’so Mr. Anderson, member of the Assem­ 
bly from that district,signed a letter which 
was sent to Governor Smith, giving the 
particulars regarding the ularm. From this 
letter it appears that a compact has been 
made between the Sioux and the Chippe­ 
was of this State aud Minnesota, and that 
their action leave no room for doubt as to 
their motive in making this compact. The 
Indians are becoming very demonstrative 
freely engage in wild daoces, arc rude and 
insulting, and instead of hunting and fish­ 
ing as they have done heretofore, they 
roam about the country i u large companies 
and frighten the inhabitants by their war­ 
like demonstrations. 
Burnett county is 
thinly settled, and should the Indians un­ 
dertake 
to 
make 
a 
disturbance 
there is not force enough in the county to 
suppress it. 
The condition of things is 
such in that county, and the alarm is so 
general, that many of the settlers are ab&n 
donmg their homes and seeking protec­ 
tion and safety in other counties. Among 
those who remain to defend their homes, 
the men are compelled to quit their work 
in the fields and woods, and stay in their 
houses to protect their wives aud children. 
There seems to be no difference of opinion 
t9 to the intentions of the iudiaus 
For 
the past 
year, they have 
abandoned 
their 
avocation 
of 
hunting 
and 
fishing, and hare more or less been an an­ 
noyance lo the people, but it has not been 
until recently that their ooudoct has incit­ 
ed much alarm. 
The situation is growing rn >re serious, 
aud on yesterday, the Sheriff of Burnett 
county telegraphed Governor Smith that 
the people were leaving their homes, and 
asked ii troops would be sent. The Govern­ 
or laid the matter before General Sheridan 
and prompt action will no doubt be taken 
by the General to suppress the war-like 
demonstrations of the Chippewas, and com­ 
pel them to remove to their reservations. 
The fears of the inhabitants ia Burnett 
county are well grounded. 
They are too 
weak in number to protect themselves 
ag Hast the murderous outrages of toe Ive 
thousand I a J lins in and about th*t coun­ 
ty. There are more Indians than whites in 
the county, and of 
the four or five 
thousand Chippewas, fifteen hundred are 
armed, and are fighting men. It is hoped 
that the War Department will not delay in 
protecting the lives and the property of 
the settlers in Burnett.

The execution of George Sherry aud 
Jeremiah Conuoliy for tho unprovoked 
murder ol Hugh McConvillc on the 19th 
of January last, took place at Chicago al 
half past ten o'clock this morning. A des­ 
perate eff >r| was made by the counsel and 
the friends of the murderers to obtain a re­ 
spite or a new trial, and for a while it was 
feared they would succeed. But Governor 
Cullom aud the justices of the Supreme 
Court maintained substantial backbones, 
and ret used to interfere with the sentence 
of the court. Sherry aud Connolly were 
the worst kind ot desperadoes, and their 
hanging was a righteous act.

Chicago, IIL, June 21—At precisely half 
past ten o'clock this morning, George 
Sherry au I Jeremiah Connolly were hang­ 
ed iu the county jail for the murder ol 
Hugh McConvillc, January 19th. 
They 
were cool and composed, spending the last 
few minutes of their lives in silent prayer 
attended by their spiritual guide, Father 
Donley. They made no speeches or con­ 
fession. 
No hitch or accident occurred 
The trap tell and their necks broke instant 
ly, the bodies hardly quivered. 
Life was 
extinct in seven minutes, and the bodies 
were cutdown la fifteen minutes aud de­ 
livered to their relatives. 
Both confessed 
their sin last night and received absolution. 
Every eff >rt lor delay failed, tho Governor 
refusing to grant a reprieve last night 
There was no trouble at the scaffold with 
tho crowd. 
THE SCAFFOLD 
was conveyed with as much secrecy as 
possible from the shop where it was built 
to the jill. It was stored away in the 
kitchen and allowed to remain there until 
yesterday morning. 
At aa early hour 
four carpenters under the direction of the 
man who planned the ghastly machine 
began to place it in position for to day’s 
deadly work. All its parts had been cut 
and fitted before it had been brought into 
jiil. Its strength and capacity for doing 
its work had been tested. Every part and 
joint had been carefully examined, so that 
there might beno mishap in its erection. 
It was so constructed that the erection was 
conducted noiselessly. 
It was eight feet 
high, ten feet wide, and twelve feet long. 
THE TRAP 
was seven feet six inches long and four feet 
wide, and firmly bnccJ and held together 
by short girders of the same dimensions as 
the other girders. The uprights or sup­ 
ports of the platform were strengthened|by 
twelve braces distributed at equal dis­ 
tances and running at angles of 45 degrees 
THE r o p e 
was made in Phi’adclpbia especially for 
the execution, and was of tho same mate­ 
rial which encircled the necks of the Mol­ 
lie Maguires. Sheriff Kern described it by 
saying that It was of such Hod hemp that 
ii would slip like soap. 
The condemned men were attired in 
NEAT BLACK SUITS, 
furnished by the sheriff, with whilefhoods 
to cover their faces. Their legs were pin­ 
ioned with straps near the ankles and just 
below the thighs. Tho arms were pinioned 
near the waists and above the elbows. 
THE CRIME. 
The crime for which George Sherry and 
Jermiah Connolly, were hanged was com­ 
mitted on Saturday Jan. 19, 1978, about 
half-past 8 o'clock in the evening. It was 
a terrible, bloody, and unprovoked murder* 
executed by two drunken desperadoes, 
aud sent a thrill of horror through the en­ 
tire community. 
On the night of January 19, Hugh Mc- 
Conv tile , a married man of 43 years resid­ 
ing at 1909 Butterfield street, accompanied 
his niece, Miss Rose McConvillc, a young 
lady of 18 years, towards her home, at 
1588 on the same street. When passing on 
Thirty-seventh street near the alleyway 
betweea Burnside aud Butterfield streets, 
the two young men afterward Identified 
a9 Sherry aud Connolly came up. Without 
a moment's delay Sherry caught hold of 
the girl, 
SLAPPED IIEK TWICE IN TUE FACE, 
and made use of expressions of the foulest 
character. McConyille stepped up and re­ 
monstrated with the assailant, and Miss 
McConville started to roo, leaving her un­ 
cle with the two men. She had got but a 
few yards when she heard the cry of “Mur. 
der; Tm stabbed!” and she saw her uncle 
fall. Prior to this both men had hold of 
McConyllle, and when he fell they both 
ran off. Miss McConville returned to her 
uncle, who sail, “I'm stabbed, run for a 
doctor,” and she assisted him to his home. 
It was found that he had been stabbed in 
the abdomen with a long butcher knife, 
and after lingering in great agony for 
about thirty hours he died on Monday 
morning, January 21. 
The murderers succeeded rn effecting 
their escape immediately after the commis*

About three years ago the youug lady, 
whose name is Agues U. Donaldson, was 
em ployed as an operative rn a thread null 
at I’awtuckel, Rhode Island. While work­ 
ing lo the mill, she was unfortunate enough 
to have the index finger of her left baud 
so badly crushed 
that amputation*was 
considered necessary, and was performed 
by a physician residing in that town, who 
informed Mir4 Donaldson that her nervous 
system had received a shock from which 
it would never recover. 
N othing further 
was thought ot the matter for some time. 
She subsequently began to complain of se 
vc re,headaches and an Inability to retain 
solid food upon her stomach. 
A physician 
was summoned, who, it is said by the girl’s 
mother, gave it as bis opinton that she was 
Buttering from ulceration of the stomach, 
and accordingly treated her for that com ­ 
plaint. 
*SUe grew no better, however, ev ­ 
ery morsel of food that was taken into the 
stomach being immediately thrown up. 
Tosuch& n extent did the complaint 
grow upon her that it became^necessary to 
have a mug in her lap at meal time, into 
which, immediately atter cating, the vom­ 
ited. 
lo many instances, to use lier own 
I language, it seemed as if she had threw up 
more than she b a i eaten. Matters went on 
in this Way for ab ml one year, the paiuut 
becoming gradually weaker.

under the immediate supervision of 
Dr.

tion of bet. I tea into the rectum. 
l ucre 
being no probability ut her ultimate recov 
ery, she was taken it) her home in the rear 
ol No. IO Normau street, where her death 
occurred on Saturday morning at fi o’clock. 
For three months, as can be proved by 
Dr*. McDonald and Dale, both ot whom 
were in attendance upon her at the time cl 
her death, she bae not been able to retain 
even a drink ot water. 
Almost every dsy 
tor the last month the physicians have 
been obliged, ia order lo relieve the in­ 
tense pain the poor girl was sn tiering, lo 
administer subcutaneous injections of m or­ 
phia. 
After her death an autopsy was held 
with the following result: 
it showed that 
death was caused by chronic iiitlimmation 
ot the stomach, not ulceration, as had hceo 
supposed. 
The mucous membrane, in 
which the gastric juice is secreted, was 
completely obliterated, while the stomach 
Itself 
was badly decomposed. 
In 
the 
stomach there was discovered two ounces 
ot a dark green XlulJ, (or the presence of 
which the physicians are unable to a c­ 
count, as she bas not swallowed anything 
I r three months. 
They suppose it is a se­ 
cretion cd gall trom the bladder. 
So tbiu 
had the wails of the stomach become that 
several places the 
operating physician's 
tiogtr could 
be plainly 
seen through 
them. 
The inflammation was so intense 
that it had extended up to the mouth, caus­ 
ing intense pain, and jm t prior to her 
death it became necessary to rinse the in­ 
side ot her mouth out with water. 
The 
mother is positive ia declaring that I 
three years the girl has been unable to re­ 
tain toed in a solid state upon her stomach, 
and there seems to be no good reason for 
doubting the statem ent 
There were do 
indications that there had ever been an 
ulcer in the stomach, and death was caused 
by starvation, superinduced by the chronic 
inflammation of the stomach. 
The fact that she had been troubled with 
with her stomach prior to the accident to 
ber hand, effectually disposes of the theory 
that the shock occasioned by the amputa­ 
tion ol the finger was the cause 
ot the 
trouble, and this being the eau*, it becomes 
au interesting question: 
What was the 
primary cause of the difficulty ? 
Miss Donaldson was tw enty-five years 
and lour months old at the time ot lier 
death; was a member of the church of A d­ 
vent and was respected wherever know n. 
The body is very much emaciated, but 
in other respects looks well. 
When the 
length of lim e Miss Donaldson went with­ 
out partaking ot cither food or drluk is 
takeu into consideration, au idea can be 
gained of the wonderful power of endur­ 
ance a human being possesses.

It appears from all that 
can at present be learned, that this son 
named Frederick Ohm, Jr., has not been 
living at home, but for some reason or oth* 
er has been tram ping around the,country.
